Lester Hoy, 77, a farmer near 
Galena, told Sheriff Harley Worn- 
staff that Jordan and another man 
attempted to rob him at his home 
Wednesday night after the pair 
had first tied to sell him maga­ 
zines. He said the men left with­ 
out any money. 
Jordan, of Danville, 111., was 
with James Horn, 21, of Detroit, 
Mich., and Kansas City, 
Mo., 
Thursday night when Horn tried to 
sell magazines to Joseph Schmel- 
zer, 66. of near Newark in Licking 
County. 
At that time Jordan told author­ 
ities Schmelzer ordered Horn off 
the property and then fired two 
blasts from a 12 gague shotgun, 
killing the young salesman. 
Schmelzer was found dead on 
the floor of his home when Jordan 
returned with Licking County depu- 
, ties. , 


It still has not heen determined 
what caused Schmelzer’s death. 
However, a patholog’st, Dr. James 
Quinn of Newark City Hospital, 
said he has found evidence of a 
brain tumor and arterial clot in I 
the autopsy on Schmelzer's body. 
He said the death was of natural 
causes. 
Hoy said Jordan and the other 
man, whom he believes was Horn, 
came to his home Wednesday 
evening. Hoy said after he told the 
salesmen he did not want any 
magazines they asked if they 
could have a drink of water. When 
the two entered his home. Hoy 
said Jordan knocked him on a bed 
and held him while the other man 
searched the house. 
When they could find no money 
they fled. 
Both Hoy and Schmelzer lived 
aione. 
Jordan and Horn both worked 
for the Globe Reader Service of 
Michigan City, Ind. Horn, recent­
